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LONG DISTANCE 

TELEPHONE CHARGES 

With the commencement of the Centrex 
system on Monday, 19 July, a change in 

long distance telephoning procedure must be 
noted. The University telephone operators will 
ask for the departmental, research, or trust 
account number to which the call should be 
charged. Please have this information ready 
because, with the new system, the call cannot 
be completed without account numbers. 

The new procedure has at least two 

related advantages. First, toll charges will be 
lower because the University operators will 

be able to place Direct Distance Dialing calls. 
Second, separate long distance toll slips for each 
call will no longer be distributed for approval. 
Charges will flow directly into the departmental 
general ledgers and special funds reports, 
which will provide details pertaining to each 
call rather than a lump sum per month.
